After Christ's ascension, 
Philip, it is ssid, preached tho Gospel in 
upper Asia, nnd closed his labors at Hiero- 
pdis, cow Aleppo- St. Chrysostom says he 
suffered marlyrdom ; the idolaters cnicified 
him, binding him lo a pillar nnd stoning 
him.

While'yet under ago, 
his father died leaving him without educa 
lion, or fortune. Nature, however, had I 
a, great measuro compensated young Olfick 
for Ihcso deficiencies, by gifling him with 
musical talents of lha first order. Young 
Gliick with very liltlo inslruction, soon bo 
camo so romerknblo for his skill on voriou: 
instrun;ents,lhat ho determined on journey 
ing from town lo loivn to procure a liveli. 
hood. At length ho wandered as far as 
Vienna, whero his talent met wilh sufficient 
encouragement to enable him to obtain in 
slruction, both in general education and in 
tbo principles of his 
favorate Ecienco. 


After bringing out a largo number of suc- 
cessful works,Orpheus, tho masterpiece was 
composed 
between 17f>0 and I'fil. The 


poem of Orpheus ^3 written by M. 
Cnlzabigi, an ingenious Italian poet, and 
was first performed al Vienna in ITfll. Thia 
work was afterwards performed with great 
success in almost every thealro in Europe.

Manuring com in tho hill hr.H the effect 


on poor soil of pushing the crop foTirftrtl in 
ths at»rt. Hog manure in particular will do 
thit Tho effect iaquito wonderful, but it 
gradually disappears, and in tha fall, when 
the crop ia gathered, little if any difTerence 
U Been between the manured and unma> 
nured land. It is a permanent impression 
that is wanted, and thin will ho tha belter 
secured hy applying the manure hroadcnil. 
The reason of this will be seen vrlien it 13 
considered thnt tho roots ot the corn nfter 
it has £rown, Bpreftd out In alt directions, 
occupying with a net-work tho wholo Client 
of the ground. 
Hence the benefit of work, 


ing between thd tows, and leaving nnstirrcd 
the toil in immediate or uenr contact with 
the hill!, proves D success. It nlso explains 
why corn thrives upon sod; the sod is 
everywhere, feeding the roots as they ex- 
tend. 


Manure, however, has a benefit when ap- 


plied in the hill. It will attract or furnish 
moisture and giro increased fui'ce to tbo 
plant, thus favoring it ia a drouth find start- 
ing it the eooner, just as any rich ground 
.will do. the better way is to follow the 
plow with an evenly spread coat of manure, 
giving time enough to wash out the soluble 
parts before planting, where sod is turned 
down for manure, and the surface soil uccds 
a stimnlant to start tho seed. Tho belter 
way, however^ ia to turn down the sod early 
enough ind to follow with a coat of manure 
or some fertilizer, as corn wtll do better for 
the increased richness, thero being 
suffi- 


cient at the surface to start well tbo crop 
without onr manuring tha hill. Thus tbero 
will he well-sustained growth from the time 
of planting to tha end of tho season, tha in- 
crease of fertility securing nn increase of 
yield, and » batter preparation of our land 
for the crops that ara to follow. 
Besides, 


the high condllion of Ihe land will, iu n 
m-ianre, bs a guard against the mishaps of 
the season.
